This mst be done by 
Chinese troops, forsooth, md so far from 
the occupanty of the Lepiliona being reas- 
sured by having &® means if retreat left in 
their rear, it is proposel that’ this be

present they are on their good behaviour : 
they are tolerated, of necesity, not trusted. 
Nor will the plea of tho Empress against 
the railway terminus Deiug allowed to enter 
Peking weigh’ much with the Powers, who 
really desire, on account wf the moral effect, 
to see the iron road penurate the walls of 
the city and do its part in breaking down 
the rampar.s of prejudice so long and 40 
jealously maintained. ‘The question of dig- 
nity certainly does not cone in; the matter 
of convertience, would be wuch more to the 
point, There are many great termini in the 
British metropolis, and thryarealso permitted 


to enter all the great conliental capitals, al- 
though in many cases grut difficulties have 
been encountered in constmeting them, both 
in the shape of ‘destrution of buildings 
and in the piercing of cuily tunnels for the 
purpose.

Unfortunately 
our: losses did not end. thero, _ Large contracts, 
made at reminerative prices, of oil sold for 
arrival in Shanghai wore repudiated by the 
buyers through the political troubles, and we 
had to resoll them at o very Iteavy sacrifice, 
whilst ihe commencommnt of our business 
in. Cantan wos also postponed, ond. in the 
piracy on the river there 
is still further deferred, Our business in 
Hankow was also delayed, although I am-glad 
to say that our first cargo has beon landed 
ort in bulk “early in tho present
